AHS racks up 
$100 million 
in expenses 


Incurred in just 17 
months. While 
spending is spread 
out over 100,000 staff, 
AHS's reputation is at 
risk: Auditor general 


Alberta taxpayers have been 
paying for health bureau¬ 
crats to take $1,200 short- 
hop flights, shelling out up 
to $300 at a time to shuttle 
patients around in taxis and 
covering one health employ¬ 
ee’s costs to buzz about in a 
private plane, the province’s 
auditor general says. 

Merwan Saher said Al¬ 
berta Health Services (AHS) 
has to do a better job of mon¬ 
itoring expenses and educat¬ 
ing staff about what should 
and should not be charged to 
the public purse. 

“It has work to do,” Saher 
said after his report was re¬ 
leased on Tuesday. 


Sparing no expense 


‘‘Albertans expect that 
the public service, 
including their public 
health system, respects 
the hard work that is 
behind every public 
dollar. Our government 
expects that, too.”

His audit, conducted over 
17 months ending last Au¬ 
gust, found that AHS spent 
$100 million on travel, host¬ 
ing, moving and other pur¬ 
chasing. That’s a drop in 
the bucket, he said, for an 
organization with 100,000 
people — enough to fill both 
Edmonton’s Commonwealth 
and Calgary’s McMahon foot¬ 
ball stadiums. 

But Saher added that 
better controls would help 
“reduce reputational risk to 


AHS and promote an over¬ 
all proper control environ¬ 
ment.” 

He said less than one per 
cent of spending involved 
senior staff, while $60 mil¬ 
lion involved employees in 
the lower ranks. 

Saher’s audit was done at 
the request of Health Min¬ 
ister Fred Horne, who said 
he wanted to make sure the 
public is getting the most for 
its money. 

Opposition Wildrose 
Leader Danielle Smith said 
Saher’s report shows that the 
misspending reported before 
health regions amalgamated 
into AHS in 2009 persists to¬ 
day. 

“I’m calling for the people 
who have identified time 
and time and time again that 
they are not able to keep a 
proper watch on taxpayer 
dollars to be removed from 
their positions. Absolutely. 
This is getting ridiculous,” 
Smith said.

Specialized 
police 
program 
funding in 
jeopardy 

With questions lingering 
about future funding of a spe¬ 
cialized Alberta policing pro¬ 
gram, a Calgary alderman is 
calling on Ottawa to continue 
ponying up the dough. 

Calgary police Chief Rick 
Hanson spoke out last week 
about his fears when a five- 
year funding commitment 
from the federal Tories comes 
to an end next year. 

In Alberta alone, $42.4 
million was provided and 
used to hire 83 officers, the 
province says. Those resources 
were used to establish the 
Alberta Law Enforcement Re¬ 
sponse Teams (ALERT), which 
specialize in cracking down 
on organized crime elements 
operating between municipal 
borders. 

But a statement issued to 
Metro from Public Safety Can¬ 
ada on Friday confirms the 
funding was only “to provide 
one-time support,” meaning 
another level of government 
would likely have to pick up 
the slack or risk folding the 
teams. 

While Calgary Aid. Diane 
Colley-Urquhart, who cur¬ 
rently heads the ALERT board 
of directors, said the initial 
federal funding was much ap¬ 
preciated, she believes it’s the 
federal government’s respon¬ 
sibility to continue kicking in 
the cash. 

“It’s a real serious con¬ 
cern,” she added. “The bottom 
line is this: One of the biggest 
threats to public safety in 
Canada today is organized 
crime.” 

Reached on Tuesday, 
Alberta Solicitor General and 
Justice Minister Jonathan 
Denis refrained from sharing 
details on whether funding 
for ALERT would be included 
in the provincial budget, 
slated to be released on 
March 7.

Woman arrested 
after 7-year-old dies 


Edmonton’s third 
homicide of 2013. 

Woman in custody; 
cause of death 
not released

A woman has been arrested 
after a seven-year-old 
child died on Tuesday in 
what police are calling the 
city’s third homicide this 
year. 

Homicide detectives on 
Tuesday investigated the 
criminal death of the boy in 
Edmonton’s Pleasantview 
neighbourhood. 

EMS arrived at building 
B of the Chateau Apart¬ 


ments near 109th Street 
and 53rd Avenue at about 
8:30 a.m. 

The child was quickly 
transferred to hospital, 
where he was pronounced 
dead shortly after arrival. 

A 32-year-old woman 
who was in the home when 
police arrived has been ar¬ 
rested and remains in cus¬ 
tody. No charges have been 
laid. 

Police couldn’t con¬ 
firm if the woman was the 
child’s mother. 

An autopsy was con¬ 
ducted on Tuesday after¬ 
noon but the cause of death 
has not been released. 

Shaban Muhammad, 
who is on the condo board 
for Chateau Apartments, 
said the suites are rented 
mainly by university stu¬ 
dents and a few families 


with small children. 

Muhammad recalled 
regularly seeing a mom 
walk two young children — 
a boy and a girl — to school 
from the apartment where 
it is believed the death oc¬ 
curred. 

Ken Brompton, who lives 
in the building, said he was 
awakened by sirens on 
Tuesday morning. 

The building is a quiet 
place to live and is home 
to “a handful of children,” 
Brompton said. 

He said a police officer 
remained outside a door 
on the second floor of the 
building late Tuesday mor¬ 
ning. 

The death of a child is 
tragic and difficult on all 
first-responders involved, 
regardless of the cause, 
Staff Sgt. Bill Clark, of the

After two years of living in a 
tent underneath an Edmonton 
bridge, Allan had a difficult 
time adjusting to a real roof 
over his head. 

“It felt strange. It took a 
while to get used to,” said Al¬ 
lan, who asked that his last 
name not be printed. 

Despite having lived in 
an apartment for more than 
three years, Allan still has 
vivid memories of being 
homeless. 

“You wake up out of the 
tent, there’s snow on the 
ground, you crawl through a 
trail to get to the main high¬ 
way to get to a bus to the temp 


service.” 

Allan found a place to live 
with the help of Dave Marty- 
shulc, an Edmonton business¬ 
man who is in the business of 
eliminating homelessness. 

Martyshulc is set to help 
more homeless Edmonton¬ 
ians this week when Dwayne’s 
Home opens on Friday. 

The former hostel at 100th 
Avenue and 102nd Street will 
house Edmonton’s most vul¬ 
nerable and eventually offer 
on-site services and support. 

Martyshulc had planned 
to have four people in each 
room but zoning rules mean 
initially only two people will 
be allowed per room. 

“There’s 2,200 people liv¬ 
ing on the streets tonight. 
We’re bringing it down to 
roughly 1,900 in six months,” 
Martyshulc said. 

That’s welcome news for 
people like Allan, who spent 
two years living in a tent. 

“He’s helping people get 
off the streets and I think 
that’s really great,” he said.

Another high-risk offender 
that Edmonton police warned 
about when he was released 
has been put back behind 
bars. 

Kevin John Taylor, who 
was released in early January, 
was re-arrested on Monday 
after breaking three condi¬ 
tions of his release. 

Police said the breaches 
did not involve a new 
victim. 

Another recently released 
offender, Bruce Windsor, 
was arrested last week after 
less than a week outside 
prison walls. 

Det. Doug MacLeod said 
the police warn about offend¬ 
ers like these. He says they 
also pay very close attention 
to their whereabouts. 

“We make sure that these 
offenders are closely mon¬ 
itored and closely managed,” 
he said. 

MacLeod said previously 
one of the challenges was 
that high-risk offenders 
couldn’t find housing. As a 
result, many ended up on 
the streets. 

However, a new program 
has prevented that, making 
them easier to track.

Open house on bike lanes 
sparks divisive debate

Bike lanes, set to spread 
across the city later this 
year, divided an open house 
on the issue on Tuesday 
night.

Edmonton Catholic 
Schools trustee Larry Kow- 
alczylc said he is also con¬ 
cerned about the routes, 
especially where they cross 
near schools. 

“It’s such a congested 
area come school time,” he 
said. “I am all for bike routes 
in the city, but they could 
have diverted it to a less 
used roadway.” 

Chris Chan, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Edmonton Bike 
Commuters’ Society, said 
there is no reason for this to 
turn into a pitted battle. 

“We see good bike 
infrastructure as a boon 
to communities,” he said.

The extraordinary manhunt 
for the former Los Angeles po¬ 
lice officer suspected of three 
murders converged Tuesday 
on a mountain cabin where au¬ 
thorities believe he barricaded 
himself inside, engaged in a 
shootout that killed a deputy 
and then never emerged as the 
home went up in flames. 

A single gunshot was heard 
from within. There were con¬ 
flicting reports on whether a 
charred body was found inside, 
with CNN reporting that Los 
Angeles police denied a body 
was found, saying the cabin 
was too hot to enter.

search for the most wanted 
man in America will have 
ended the way he expected — 
death, with police in pursuit. 

Thousands had been on 
the hunt for the former Navy 
reservist since police said he 
launched a campaign to exact 


revenge against the Los Angeles 
police for his firing. 

After the man holed up in 
the cabin, there was a second 
gun battle with San Bernardino 
County deputies. One deputy 
was killed and another injured.

When preparing to jump into 
the online dating universe, is 
it better to jump in with just 
your heart or with your wal¬ 
let as well? 

As online dating sites 
have cropped up, some have 
opened their doors to mem¬ 
bers free of charge, while 
others have monthly sub¬ 
scriptions for those looking 
for love. 

Kimberly Moffit, Match, 
corn’s relationship insider, 
argues that paid sites are 
there for more committed in¬ 
dividuals who are interested 



in serious relationships. 

“It just distinguishes the 
people who are willing to put 
the investment in and those 
who aren’t,” said Moffit. 
“They are ready to make an 
investment in their love life.” 

Moffit argues that any on¬ 
line dating is a good thing, 
but people on paid sites are 
more likely to be taking their 
search seriously. 

“They are more likely 
looking for some of the same 
things you are,” she said. 


Christine Hart, a Toronto- 
based dating coach, said both 
types of sites have advan¬ 
tages, but free sites tend to 
attract a different type of pro¬ 
spective dater. 

“If they are going to go on 
the free sites, then they need 
to be prepared to put in a lot 
more time sifting through, 
because the free sites at¬ 
tract people with all levels of 
goals,” she said. 

Part of the benefit of paid 
dating sites is that they at¬ 
tract fewer people, she added. 

“You can spend twice as 
much time sifting through 
profiles on the free dating 
sites,” she said. 

Julie Spira, author of the 
book The Perils of Cyber-Dat¬ 


ing, said she and her clients 
see benefits to both types of 
sites. 

“It is veiy common for 
someone to pick a paid site, 
and then they will also pick a 
free site.” 

She said free sites attract 
huge numbers of people, 
which can be appealing sim¬ 
ply for the sheer quantity of 
prospective partners. 

“Because they are free ... 
they have huge critical mass,” 
she said. 

Spira said clients who pay 
for a dating site tend to pay 
more attention to the service. 

“I find that a lot of them 
log into their paid sites more 
often because they are in¬ 
vested,” she said.

While the new online dating 
world is full of opportun¬ 
ities, it can also be full of 
peril. 

Police have noticed that 
the excitement that comes 
with online romance can 
attract the wrong type of 
people — those who may 
cause physical or financial 
harm. 

Acting Sgt. Kathy Mac¬ 
donald with the Calgary 
Police Service said new 
relationships sometimes 
prevent people from seeing 
the bigger picture. 

“When people get 
wrapped up in a relation¬ 
ship, they can’t see what’s 
going on,” she said. 

Macdonald said fraud art¬ 
ists using online dating sites 
can go after many potential 
victims in just one day. 

“They will often get a 
hold of a lot of people at the 
same time,” she said. 

According to Macdonald, 
scam artists often approach 
someone and strike up a 
conversation before claim¬ 
ing to have run into sudden 
and unexplained financial 
difficulties. 

She said if they receive 
money from their victims, 
new problems will emerge, 
and there will be more 
requests for help. 

Macdonald said there 
could also be physical 
dangers and she cautions 
people to take things slowly 
in the early days of a new 
relationship. 

“Listen to your intuition 
and be aware of your sur¬ 
roundings,” she advised. 

Macdonald said mak¬ 
ing the first date a group 
meeting is a good idea, but 
it’s essential that it be in a 
public place and that you 
tell people where you’re 
going. 

“Really, you don’t know 
that person; you don’t know 
who is going to show up.”

Multinationals 
not paying fair 
share: OECD 


Fat cat tax. Global forum 
report claims lenient 
taxes create competitive 
disadvantage 


The Organization for Eco¬ 
nomic Co-operation and De¬ 
velopment (OECD) says large 
multinationals are using legal 
loopholes to avoid paying their 
fair share of taxes and that 
global solutions are needed to 
combat the problem. 

The OECD report says many 
rules designed to protect multi¬ 
national corporations from be¬ 
ing double-taxed go too far and 
sometimes allow them to pay 
no taxes at all. 

It says such rules do not 
properly reflect today’s eco¬ 
nomic integration across bor¬ 
ders, the value of intellectual 
property or new communica¬ 
tions technologies. 

The G20 countries commis¬ 
sioned the OECD study, which 
was released Tuesday ahead of 
a weekend meeting of finance 
ministers and central bankers 
from 20 of the world’s leading 
economies. 

The OECD says the gaps 
that enable multinationals to 
eliminate or reduce their taxa¬ 
tion give them an unfair com¬ 
petitive advantage over smaller 
businesses. 


That hurts investment, 
growth and employment and 
can leave average citizens foot¬ 
ing a larger chunk of the tax 
bill, the OECD says. 

“These strategies, though 
technically legal, erode the 
tax base of many countries 
and threaten the stability of 
the international tax system,” 
OECD Secretaiy General Angel 
Gurria said Tuesday. 

“As governments and their 
citizens are struggling to make 
ends meet, it is critical that 
all taxpayers ... trust the inter¬ 
national tax system is transpar¬ 
ent.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Along with how can you 
go from being infallible to in¬ 
active, Benedict’s announce¬ 
ment prompts numerous 
questions. 

For instance, will they 
set up a retirement wing at 
Castel Gandolfo, the Pope’s 
summer retreat, complete 
with a putting green where the retired pontiff can play a 
little golfo? 

Does he have to give back the Shoes of the Fisherman? Or 
does the new pope get to shop for new shoes? 

How about the Keys to the Kingdom? Does he have to 
hand them in to the Swiss Guards at the end of his shift on 
Feb. 28? 

Ex-presidents get to keep their secret security details; does 
a retired prelate get to keep the Popemobile so he can tool 
around Rome in relative comfort and security? 

What do we call a former pope? Your Former Holiness? Is 
he still holy, or is there only enough holiness for one pope at 
a time? 

Benedict is more than a little conservative — and more 
than a little cranky. So the College of Cardinals is going to 
have to take that into account when anointing the next Pope. 
How can they pick a big (literally) liberal like John XXIII 
when Benedict is still around, quick to observe that they’d 
never get away with that when HE was II Papa? 

Still, Benedict’s timing is almost infallible. The papacy is 
in real need of a refresh. Along with the usual threats from 
sex, drugs and rock ‘n’ roll, Roman Catholicism has been 
rocked by a series of unholy scandals, some of them involv¬ 
ing the Vatican (the, er, butler did it). A new, progressive pope 
could go a long way in recapturing the spiritual high ground.

This weekend produ¬ 
cers are hoping to lack off 
the Beautiful Creatures 
franchise. The supernatural 
romance has Twilight- 
ish overtones, a cast that 
mixes new stars like Emmy 
Rossum with established 
faces like Viola Davis and 
Emma Thompson. 

But not all movies 
catch on with audiences 
in the way that the super 
spy and wizard have.

I read (the script) and then I 
read the first book and audi¬ 
tioned, got the part and was 
overjoyed. I love the character, 
she’s so ballsy and fun and a 
different kind of villain than 
we’re used to seeing. 

With this and Shameless, 
you’re playing some really 
interesting, juicy characters, 
different from the types of 
roles you started with. 

Nice girl roles, mhmm. Play¬ 
ing the nice girl in Day After 
Tomorrow, Poseidon, Phantom 
of the Opera, those lands of 
characters were coming more 
easily to me in terms of just 
getting the parts. I think that 
these characters for me were 
just more thrilling because I 
like to try to find the human¬ 
ity and emotional understand¬ 
ing of characters that don’t 


always do the right thing. I 
think that grey area is more 
fun to explore, it’s more close 
to real life. What I like to do in 
characters is play against what 
you think that stereotype of 
that person would be. 

You think about this girl (in 
Beautiful Creatures) who’s a 
villain, who’s happy to watch 
men get run over by trains 
walking toward her, you think 
of somebody who’s quite mali¬ 
cious. But if you play it with a 
sense of fun and happiness, all 
of a sudden it becomes, “Oh, 
that’s an interesting choice.” 

Congratulations on the 
season four renewal for 
Shameless. 

Thank you. I’m excited to see 
where the character could go. 
The rest of this season has me 
working in different jobs until 
I seem to kind of find a stead¬ 
ier job as a telemarketer for a 
company called Universal Cup 


that makes disposable bever¬ 
age cups. And I have a very 
cute, interesting boss, which 
can prove to be a problem. 

You have a new album out, 
Sentimental Journey, with 
songs from the mid-20th 
century. 

It’s an ongoing struggle 
and negotiation with my 
own brain, trying to figure 
out what project gets what 
amount of time. But I really 
wanted to make this record, 
which is kind of why I did it 
with my own money and then 
partnered with Warners to 
release it, because I’ve always 
loved this kind of music. This 
is all the music that I grew up 
with, so there were obvious 
ones that I wanted to put on, 
like Frank Sinatra’s Summer 
Wind and Apple Blossom 
Time, and then there were 
others that kind of fell into 
my lap.

With more than 30 years of 
work in film behind him, Jer¬ 
emy Irons has an impressive 
average for what work he’s 
proud of. 

“I think I’m very happy 
that I’ve been a part of 
about 80 per cent of what 
I’ve done,” Irons says.

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Beaches

The well-maintained trails are 
often shrouded in misty clouds and you 
can cool off in a waterfall or a river pool 
along the relatively easy Big Tree Trail.

ElMorro 

There’s an entrance fee to enter the 
Castillo San Felipe del Morro, but the best 
way to enjoy this U.S. National Historic 
Site requires no money at all. The fort that 
towers over San Juan Bay, known univer¬ 
sally as just “El Morro,” is a great place to 
stroll, especially at sunset. The massive 
rolling expanse of grass at the foot of the 
fort has spectacular views in any direction. 
It’s a popular place to picnic and fly a kite, 
sold by nearby street vendors. 




Old SanJuan 


At the foot of El Morro is the old city, the 
colonial heart of San Juan. In recent years, 
Old San Juan has been on an upswing. Its 
cobblestone streets are cleaner and livelier. 
New stores, restaurants and coffee shops 
have opened and many of the old homes 
have been restored. It’s a working city, home 
to the governor’s office and mansion — said 
to be the oldest in the western hemisphere 
— as well as other government offices and an 
increasing number of professional firms. It’s 
also become an increasingly busy cruise ship 
port. Outlet and luxury goods shops have 
proliferated in response. 


Music and Salsa 

A good place to catch free live music 
several nights a week is the Plaza Mercado, 
a fruit and vegetable market in Santurce, a 
neighbourhood that is also home to what 
are considered some of the best restau¬ 
rants in Puerto Rico. The lobby of the El 
San Juan in Isla Verde usually has live 
music and dancing on weekends. The bar 
of course isn’t free but there’s no charge 
to get in. The dancers can be intimidat- 
ingly good so the less-slcilled may be 
content just to watch the scene. A number 
of restaurants and hotels also regularly 
advertise free salsa lessons.

rectangle. Carefully place larger 
sheet over bottom sheet and 
compote. Gently press pastry to 
seal pockets around each dol¬ 
lop of compote. 

5. Using sharp knife, cut pastry 
into 5-cm (2-inch) squares and 
seal edges with a fork. Make 
small cut in top of each ravioli 
and bmsh each with egg. 

6 . Bake 20 minutes or until 
golden brown. Let cool on rack 
and dust with powdered sugar.

• 10 to 12 Medjool dates, pit¬ 
ted and quartered 

Pastry 

• 400 ml (1 2/3 cups) all¬

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) cold, un¬ 
salted butter, cut into chunks 

• Ice water 

• 1 egg, beaten 

• Powdered sugar, for dusting 


These little bites of decadence 
are the perfect balance of 
sweetness. Make them ahead 
and keep them in the refriger¬ 
ator for tasty treats to serve 
after dinner to guests and 
family members. 

1. line a baking sheet with 
parchment or wax paper and 
set aside. 

2. In a small saucepan, com¬ 
bine dates, orange juice, but¬ 
ter and brown sugar. Bring to a 
simmer over medium heat and 
cook, stirring, for about 12 min¬ 
utes or until veiy soft and thick¬ 
ened. Stir in vanilla; set aside to 
cool completely. 

3. Stir in cookie crumbs and 
coconut until well combined.

Each day, Canadian natural 
resource companies contend 
with the challenges of maxi¬ 
mizing growth and economic 
potential from land. And as the 
fastest growing and youngest 
segment of Canada’s popula¬ 
tion, First Nations, Metis and 
Inuit people are becoming 
exponentially more active in 
making their mark, not just 
culturally, but in the realm of 
business and industiy as well. 

What does an Aboriginal 
liaison officer do? 

It’s expected that First Na¬ 
tions, Metis and Inuit com¬ 
munities will play increas¬ 
ingly relevant roles in mining 
and energy-related industries 
in the coming years. Creating 
and sustaining the natural 
partnerships that resource 
companies have with Aborig¬ 
inal communities is the top 
priority of ALOs, and it’s their 
job to ensure an environment 
of harmony, trust and respect 
for all parties involved. 

Also known as community 
affairs managers, community 
liaisons or Aboriginal engage¬ 
ment officers, ALOs are the pri¬ 
mary points of communication 
between groups. Unlike con¬ 
ventional spokespersons, they 
speak on behalf of eveiyone 
involved, with the goal of bridg¬ 
ing cultural gaps and establish¬ 
ing common understanding 
through conflict resolution. 
Government organizations also 
sometimes hire ALOs. 


Why become an ALO? 


When you consider that the 
task of sustaining harmony 
among multiple commun¬ 
ities rests largely on your 
shoulders, it’s clear that the 
job demands much more 
than just the average effort. 

• ALOs find fulfilment in 
helping others discover 
how to break cultural 
boundaries and develop 
mutual respect. They 
interact with various 
personalities and learn 
to tackle a wide range 
of issues, from corpor¬ 
ate and legal to societal 
and historical. Conflict is 
common, but you'll have 
the satisfaction of being 
part of the team that 
finds its resolution. 


What qualities does an ALO 
need to have? 

As an ALO, you should have 
a knack for diplomacy and 
know how to diffuse tense 
situations without losing 
sight of the prize. It also helps 
to have a keen sense of intui¬ 
tion and fair play, as ALOs 
must often deal with highly 
emotional issues and should 
be level-headed enough to 
steer a heated discussion 
back to its relevant points.

While many Aboriginal people 
reside in major cities today, 
there are still a significant num¬ 
ber of First Nations, Metis and 
Inuit students who come from 
small, remote communities to 
attend college or university. 

If they hope to successfully 
adjust to life in a larger city 
and maybe one day start their 
career there, it’s important 
for these students — many of 
whom may be the first in their 
family to pursue post-secondary 
education — to build their net¬ 
works starting from day one. 

Take advantage of 
Aboriginal service and career 
centres 

A number of universities have 
specialized career centres and 
services for their Aboriginal 
students. At the University of 
Regina’s Aboriginal Career Cen¬ 
tre, for instance, students can 
benefit from educational and 
career planning services, part¬ 
nerships with local employers 
and the Aboriginal community 
and internship programs. 

The University of Alberta’s 
Aboriginal Student Services 
Centre (ASSC) is another ex¬ 
ample. Students have access to 
a range of programs and servi¬ 
ces at the ASSC: connections to 
Aboriginal traditions and cul¬ 
ture, elder services, guidance, 
emotional support, funding for 
tutoring and workshops and 
volunteer opportunities. 

“It comes down to the net¬ 
working and connections,” 
says Shana Dion, director at the 
ASSC. “A lot of the connections

they have might be from back 
home and not from the urban 
setting.

Know you’re an asset 

Many employers want new 
hires who come with relevant 
experience. While this is true, 
Dion says there are those who 
are willing to work with stu¬ 
dents who might not have that 
experience.

communities, understanding 
protocols, knowing who elders 
are, knowing who community 
members are in certain areas 
where an industry might need 
to connect,” Dion explains. 


“So if a student is from a cer¬ 
tain area and chooses to work 
with a certain industry leader, 
maybe that industry leader 
works with that community. 
You have a connection already 
with that community. That’s an 
asset. You know what I mean? 
They don’t have to build that.” 

It’s important to acknow¬ 
ledge that each person comes 
with unique past experiences, 
journeys, knowledge, skills and 
relationships which can be a 
benefit to any organization, 
says Dion.

sity of Ottawa and then went 
on to do her master’s degree 
in Canadian studies at Carleton 
University. For two years she 
worked as a researcher at the 
Native Women’s Association of 
Canada, in their Sisters in Spirit 
initiative. Whiteduck has been 
working with Carleton Uni¬ 
versity’s Centre for Aboriginal 
Culture and Education (CACE) 
since 2010. 

What is your role as an 
Aboriginal cultural liaison 
officer? 

In the veiy broadest sense, my 
role here is to help to “Indigen- 
ize” the university. Our office 
has helped to create systemic 
change at the university, for ex¬ 


ample by contributing to Carle- 
ton’s Aboriginal Coordinated 
Strategy, which was approved 
by the University Senate. 

Another big part of my job 
is working with youth on the 
ground. I travel across Ontario 
and parts of Quebec, visiting 
Aboriginal youth on and off- 
territory, and in communities 
and urban areas, to promote 
post-secondaiy education and 
opportunities for Aboriginal 
students at Carleton. 

What kinds of skills can be 
gained in Aboriginal studies 
programs that cannot be 
gained in other academic 
disciplines? 

Learning how to think critically 


is an important skill that is 
taught in Indigenous stud¬ 
ies programs. 

Canada has a strong na¬ 
tional pride, and it is often 
those stories that celebrate 
Canada’s accomplishments 
that are told to students in 
elementary and secondary 
schools. 

When Aboriginal history 
is added to the Canadian 
narrative — which some¬ 
times only happens for stu¬ 
dents when they reach col¬ 
lege or university, or never 
— it becomes a richer story 
and it becomes a story that 
is complicated, negative 
and not necessarily one that 
Canada should be proud of 
as a nation. 

We can’t eliminate Can¬ 
ada’s history of coloniza¬ 
tion from our identity sim¬ 
ply because it’s not a pretty 
story. To do that would be 
denying Canadian children 
the opportunity to truly 
understand their Anishin- 
aabe, Inuit, Onkwehonwe, 
Metis and other Indigen¬ 
ous friends and neighbours. 
Being able to think critic¬ 
ally about Canada and its 
relationship with Aborig¬ 
inal peoples will provide In¬ 
digenous studies graduates 
with a deeper understand¬ 
ing of where they are from.

If corporate Canada could 
say one thing to Aboriginal 
students and recent grads, it 
would be: “We want you!” 

Seriously First Nations, Me¬ 
tis and Inuit people who have 
completed or are pursuing 
post-secondary education are 
hugely in demand — and it’s 
not just a diversity thing. “Cor¬ 
porations understand the value 
you bring to their business, 
such as new customers and 
new ways of thinking,” says 
Roberta Hewson, national dir¬ 
ector of Aboriginal workplace 
inclusion at the Aboriginal 
Human Resource Council. 

Plus, with so many baby 
boomers retiring over the next 
decade, employers can no 
longer overlook a talent pool 
that is growing at six times 
the rate of the non-Aboriginal 
population. “Employers want 
to invest in the success of 
Aboriginal people and they are 
eager to support you in a mil¬ 
lion different ways,” Hewson 
says, “such as through scholar¬ 
ships, awards and bursaries, 
as well as through internship, 
job shadowing and mentoring 
programs.” 

As a young Aboriginal 
person in Canada, how can 
you take advantage of all of the 
unique opportunities available 
for Inuit, First Nations and 
Metis students to set yourself 
up for success? 

Apply for awards, 
scholarships and bursaries 

Employers, educational 
institutions, government and 
non-profit organizations, and 
private citizens have created 
hundreds of awards, scholar¬ 
ships and bursaries specifically 
for First Nations, Metis and 
Inuit students. 

But, according to Hewson, 
many of them go unclaimed 
each year because not a 
single application is submitted. 
“Companies call me regularly 
to ask me if I know anybody 
who might be interested 
in applying to their award 
because it’s getting close to the 
closing date and they have no 
applicants.” 

Applying for these op¬ 
portunities could help you pay 
for school, get an internship,

Think of 
it this way, Hewson says: if it 
takes you two hours to com¬ 
plete the application for an 
award that’s worth $3,000, and 
you win it, you made $1,500 
an hour. 

To make the application 
process more efficient, she 
recommends creating a file 
that contains your resume, 
transcripts, letters of refer¬ 
ence and any other important 
documents so you can quickly 
and easily customize applica¬ 
tion packages for each award, 
scholarship or bursary. You 


should also keep a document 
that contains your story and 
career or education goals 
because many award providers 
are interested in hearing about 
your background and your 
commitment to success.

You would think that after 15 
years and three generations 
of Forester that Subaru would 
have concocted the ideal for¬ 
mula for its tallest tall wagon. 

Actually this car-based con¬ 
veyance has contained mostly 
all the right ingredients ever 
since its 1998-model-year 
launch and the fourth genera¬ 
tion model arriving this spring 
is dishing up more of the same. 

Through clockwork-regular 
updating, the Forester has 
evolved into a steady performer 
that treats its passengers well 
and totes their belongings 
with ease. On good roads and 
bad, the standard all-wheel- 
drive operates virtually un¬ 
noticed. But when the need 
arises, which is frequently in 
snow-belt regions, the vehicle’s 
mountain-goat capabilities 
make it a popular choice. 

The 2014 Forester’s bolder, 
brawnier styling displays more 
curves and angles than before. 
The blaclced-out lower body 
cladding featured on all models 
ties in nicely with the more ex¬ 
pressive mesh-style grille, flat- 
black bumper and attractively 
shaped side air intakes featured 
on up-level turbo models. (Sub¬ 
aru has also eliminated the tur¬ 
bo’s obtrusive hood scoop that 
was part of its standard kit.) 

The Forester sits on a new 
platform that modestly stretch¬ 
es the distance between the 
front and rear wheels. That 
translates into a bit more rear 
legroom (up-level trims add a 
reclining rear seat), but a taller 
roofline and lower load floor 
adds about 10 per cent more 
cargo volume with the split¬ 
folding rear seat folded flat. 

The cabin’s more formal 
control-panel layout is trimmed 
in satin nickel and optional 
leather. Subaru’s designers also

of the phone with you instead 
of the local dealership. 

He’s a rare breed of auto¬ 
motive enthusiast who sees 
all the little things that most 
of us would look past: crook¬ 
ed seams, puckered edges, 
inferior finish and attention 
to fit. It’s the kind of care 
and attention that appears 
to match the new approach 
by domestic automakers. But 
Hoyt doesn’t need a hot-shot 
Detroit designer to spell out 
what’s important. In fact, 
Hoyt is much more direct. 

“An interior makes the car. 
Would you redo your home 


and forget about the furni¬ 
ture inside?” 

Hoyt performs full-on cus¬ 
tom work and even tricky 
jobs such as blending modern 
features with old cars. 

But who’s on the other end 
of that ringing phone? People 
with shiny new cars looking 
for one thing. “Repairs.” 

In fact, Hoyt says that re¬ 
pair work is a whole other 
category of the automotive 
upholstery trade. It’s a com¬ 
mon call. 

“I tore a hole in the seat 
of my new car with a screw¬ 
driver. Now what?” 


That, and worn out pan¬ 
els that show the age of the 
vehicle even when the exter¬ 
ior still looks brand new. And 
of course there are the usual 
seam repairs. There are no 
real miracle fixes here. Ac¬ 
cording to Hoyt, you just have 
to take the seat apart and re¬ 
place the offending pieces. 

“Not everyone knows this 
can be done. They just live 
with it or think it’s too much 
of a pain to bother.” 

Sometimes they just don’t 
know where to turn. “There’s 
a body shop on every corner, 
but you usually have to dig 


around to find not just an up¬ 
holsterer, but an automotive 
upholsterer, an enthusiast 
who respects their craft.” 

That will mean a quality 
repair that begins with the 
right materials. 

“We can get matching 
cloth or leather from the 
manufacturer. The more 
exotic, the harder it is to get 
and the more expensive it is.” 
Sometimes the material can 
cost more than the repair it¬ 
self. 

In terms of time, Hoyt 
says that screwdriver hole 
will take about two to four 
hours and you’re back on the 
road in a day. 

The labour part includes 
taking apart the seat, remov¬ 
ing the damaged piece, sew¬ 
ing in the new piece and re¬ 
assembling the seat. 

And what about those side 
bolsters that become cracked 
and worn out over time? 

“You’ll want to replace 
as many panels as necessary 
to get the seat looking like 
the new areas match the 
old ones. Count on about six 
hours of work.” 


Maintenance tips 


Ounce of 
prevention... 

Of course, taking better 
care of your interior 
surfaces is one way of 
altogether avoiding a 
visit with an upholsterer. 
But there’s nothing 
fancy when it comes to 
cleaning and “feeding” 
your interior. “I would 
recommend nothing 
harsher than what you 
would use on yourself. 

If you wouldn’t put it on 
your face, I wouldn’t put 
it on leather.” 

Hoyt suggests looking 
for products with more 
natural ingredients such 
as mink oil and lanolin. 

The number one 
protection for keeping a 
Mustang looking shiny 
new, he says, is to block 
out the sun, either with 
tinted windows, portable 
windscreen shades or 
by regularly parking the 
vehicle in a garage. 

One area most affect¬ 
ed is the dashpad, which 
is often made of plastic 
and spends the most 
time in direct sunlight. 
Hoyt recommends using 
mild soap and water to 
clean and then suggests 
to sparingly apply a pro¬ 
tectant that deflects the 
sun’s upholstery-killing 
rays. 

“Dashtop replacement 
is usually the best option 
for the best results, but 
a repair, which is less ex¬ 
pensive and not always 
perfect, might hold you 
over.”

Nearly 800,000 folks 
stopped by for two straight 
weeks to marvel at a vehicle 
few will own, but all had to see. 

“It’s not the most practical 
car, not exactly great for little 
league parents,” Trowbridge 
quipped. “But everybody here 
would sure love to have one.” 

The Corvette’s new 6.3-litre 
V8 engine delivers an esti¬ 
mated 450 horsepower that 
propels the car to 60 m.p.h. (96 
km/h) from a standing start in 
less than four seconds, yet still 
provides good fuel economy. 
Part of that comes from direct 
fuel injection that can severely 
taper the fuel load under cruis¬ 
ing conditions, while a new sev¬ 
en-speed manual transmission 


keeps the engine in its ideal rev 
range more of the time. 

“The 2014 Corvette re¬ 
defines modem performance,” 
said Mary Barra, GM senior 
vice-president of product de¬ 
velopment. “This is everyone’s 
vehicle.” 

All of which sounds great in 
theory, but who is going to buy 
the new Corvette when it goes 
on sale? And was the two-week 
buzz swirling the Cobo Center 
stage a sign of future sales, or 
just consumer curiosity? 

GM has yet to release any 
sales projections for its head¬ 
liner, but USA Today and other 
industry analysts report that 
30,000 would be a satisfying 
first-year sales figure for the 
Stingray, and a 54 per cent in¬ 
crease from 2012 when antici¬ 
pation for the new-gen model 


helped drop Corvette sales 
14,000. For comparison sake, 
GM sells about 30,000 full-size 
Silverado and Sierra pickups 
every three weeks in the United 
States. 

It could be a case where 
sales really don’t tell the whole 
stoiy. GM North American 
president Mark Reuss said that 
developing and launching the 
Stingray under misty market 
projections is a feather in GM’s 
cap. 

“Through good times 
and bad, there’s al¬ 
ways been a Corvette.”

Check for signs of 
moisture or water damage in the 
trunk, ensure the keyless entry 
system works as expected and 
have the underside of the 4.6 litre 
V8, if equipped, checked for signs 
of oil leakage.

The 2014 Cadillac ELR is one 
of the cooler-looking brand- 
new production cars taking the 
stage at this week’s auto show 
in Toronto. 

It also makes GM a pion¬ 
eer of sorts. Not like the folks 
on Little House on the Prairie, 
looking for really nice farming 
dirt. More like Thomas Edison, 
looking for new things that can 
be powered by electricity. 

The Cadillac ELR is slated to 
start production late this year 
for an early 2014 on-sale date. 
That’s when we’ll find out if 
luxury buyers, already willing 
to pay a premium for a luxury 
ride and all it entails, are also 
willing to pay a bit extra for an 
electric powertrain. 

Technically the ELR is not a 
pure electric vehicle. Like the 


Chevrolet Volt, it has an electric 
motor and an internal combus¬ 
tion engine, the latter used pri¬ 
marily for re-charging the ELR’s 
battery so the vehicle is always 
“electrically” driven. You can 
also recharge it by plugging it 
in. Officially, GM calls it an Ex¬ 
tended Range Electric Vehicle. 

The only other extended 
range electric vehicles current¬ 
ly on the market would be the 
$42,000 Chevrolet Volt and the 
$100,000-plus Fisker Karma. A 
little too conveniently, all GM 
would say about ELR’s pro¬ 


jected price is that it would 
be more than Volt, less than 
Karma. 

Cadillac is figuring, like 
Fisker and some others, that 
electricity is high-tech and de¬ 
sirable. But the styling of the 
ELR screams non-electric. You 
could very easily imagine it to 
be powered by something like 
a high-output V6. 

The ELR is longer than the 
Cadillac ATS, but only offers the 
part-time rear seating area of a 
2+2. The focus is clearly on the 
driver and making him or her 


feel good and look good. 

While it has the same 
1.4-litre “four” as Volt, and the 
same battery and electric mo¬ 
tor set-up, it has slightly more 
power, due to new “battery dis¬ 
charge” software programming 
learned from Volt’s first years 
on the road. 

Handling should be sev¬ 
eral degrees better than Volt, 
due to a more advanced chas¬ 
sis, featuring 20-inch tires, a 
wide track, many aluminum 
pieces and a Watts Z-link rear 
suspension. 


Among the many new and 
novel bits to ELR is Regen on 
Demand. When you need to 
slow down or come to a stop, 
you could use your brake pedal 
as usual, or you could engage 
Regen on Demand via paddle 
levers on the steering wheel. 
The experience is not unlike 
downshifting early on a manu¬ 
al transmission car. It’s basic re 
generative braking, as happens 
in all hybrid and EVs, but in Re 
gen on Demand mode it does it 
with a lot more feeling, and a 
lot more electricity going back

into the battery. Also neat 
is the system that allows 
drivers to select four driving 
modes: Sport — let’s boogie; 
Tour — default setting; Moun¬ 
tain — gas engine actually pro¬ 
vides some assistance to the 
electric motor; Hold — keeps 
your batteiy charge for when 
it might be more useful and 
efficient, like when you get to 
stop-and-go city traffic after a 
long commute. 

It will be fun over the next 
few years, watching electric 
powertrains migrate to lux¬ 
ury segments, with more 
opportunity for styling and 
engineering advancements 
and experimentation. Let the 
pioneering games begin.

Electric vehicles may point 
the way toward the future 
of mobility, but they’re not 
without their issues. One 
of these is what to do with 
their batteries when the car 
is finally at the end of its 
life. 

Several companies are 
working on solutions, in¬ 
cluding General Motors, 
which has demonstrated 
a “reuse unit” for power 
storage using the Chevrolet 
Volt’s lithium-ion batteries. 

“This is a secondary-use 
application and it’s one of 
the ways we’re looking into 
extending the battery’s use¬ 
ful life,” says Peter Karlson, 
engineering specialist for 
General Motors of Canada. 

Although the unit was 
demonstrated in California, 
it was built at GM’s research 
and development centre in 
Oshawa, Ont. 

The average lifespan of 
any car is around 10 years, 
but at that point, the Volt’s 
battery is expected to still 


have about 70 per cent of 
its capacity intact. 

Rather than send the 
batteries for recycling with 
that much left in them, re¬ 
searchers are putting them 
into units that will store 
electricity, whether from 
the power grid, solar or 
wind power, and then make 
it available during power 
outages or expensive peak 
hours. 

The GM prototype was 
demonstrated by running 
lights and equipment in an 
off-grid structure, with all 
of the power coming from 
the Volt batteries inside of 
it. 

The company says the 
power produced was the 
equivalent needed to run 
three to five average homes 
for two hours. 

Researchers are now 
working on installing the 
system on the electrical 
grid, where they will mon¬ 
itor “smart grid” applica¬ 
tions where the unit can be 
integrated to store and sup¬ 
ply power for homes and 
commercial use. 

“This particular unit 
we’re working on is more 
targeted to the utility com¬ 
panies, allowing them to 
deliver power at higher 
quality and at lower cost to 
their customers,” Karlson 
says. 

“From the onset of the 
Volt, people have been 
concerned about what will 
happen with all of these 


batteries. They won’t go to 
landfills and we’re delaying 
their recycling.” 

The company says it 
doesn’t expect electric car 


batteries to start being re¬ 
turned for at least a decade, 
but is working proactively 
to have solutions in place 
once they do.

Brand new Toyota Prius Plug-In car 
comes along with extra fuel savings 



You’ve likely seen owners 
of hybrid vehicles filling up 
their gas tanks at the station. 
But now there’s a new ver¬ 
sion, the Toyota Prius Plug-In, 
which takes gas through its 
filler on one side, but which 
plugs into a household wall 
outlet on the other. 

“Our initial goal with hy¬ 
brids was to make them as 
easy to adopt as possible,” 
says John-Paul Farag, manager 
of advanced technology and 
powertrain at Toyota Canada. 

“We didn’t want people to 
have to drive or maintain it 
differently.” 

The conventional Prius 
hybrid uses a gasoline engine

and electric motor for propul¬ 
sion, running on one or the 
other, or a combination of 
both, depending on such fac¬ 
tors as speed, acceleration, 
and ambient temperature. 

It doesn’t need to be 
plugged in, because the bat¬ 
tery recharges itself during 


braking or from the gasoline 
engine. 

When the Prius Plug-In 
is plugged in, its battery re¬ 
charges so it can provide up 
to about 25 kilometres on 
electricity alone, at speeds 


up to 100 km/h. Once that 
stored charge is depleted, the 
car reverts to normal hybrid 
operation. 

An “electric vehicle” but¬ 
ton on the console allows the 
driver to determine when 


the car will run on the stored 
charge. Someone who gets on 
the highway right away, for 
example, might opt to run 
the car on hybrid mode, and 
then switch to electricity once 
she’s off the highway and 
driving at lower speeds. 

“It takes three hours to 
recharge on a regular house¬ 
hold outlet,” Farag says. 

“On average off-peak 
hours, it would be about a 
penny a kilometre for electri¬ 
city, which is about one-tenth 
the cost on gasoline.” 

The all-electric range may 
seem short, but it’s part of 
balancing price and perform¬ 
ance. To get more electric 


range, the battery would have 
to be larger, which would 
cost more and take longer to 
charge. It would also be heavi¬ 
er, which in turn would affect 
the range, since it takes more 
power to move a car that 
weighs more. 

“It’s enough power to com¬ 
mute most of the way on elec¬ 
tricity, but on long distances 
they’ll still have the advan¬ 
tage of a hybrid,” Farag says. 

Unlike with a fully electric 
vehicle, which stops running 
when its battery depletes, the 
Prius Plug-In will continue to 
operate on gasoline and elec¬ 
tricity once its stored charge
